Bay— Not a Particle of Rools on 
it— Card from Mr. Jones, 
Soat-l3ullder. 

To THE Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir, — When so much is being written 
and 'said about the proposed new pub- 
lic anding on Mr. Yates' projjerty, 
the following particulars may be of in- 
terest to the public : — 

During the consideration of the sub- 
ject by tho private bills committee of 
the local Legislature, I, together with 
Ojuncillors Mcle.m and Eo;ne, examin- 
ed the site of tho Yates property to re- 
port thereon to the said coinraittec. I 
oxaniinp.d the water frontage at the 
site of tho proposed new landing at 
low water. T found the site to be on 
a natural bay recessed into the land. 

It is quitif free from rock; is access- 
ible for boats at all stages of the tide, 
and is well suited for the purpose of a 
public landing. 

I accordingly gave such evidence be- 
fore tho private bills committee of 
tho legislature, the members of the 
Municipal Council being also present.

Aooiuaulation of Svldonoo that tho 
City only Own 16 Feet as a 
FuUlc Laudinsr. 

To the Editoii ok The Colo.vlst: — 
Sir. — In a conversation held yesterday 
with Mr. Trounce, architect, I was in- 
cidentally furnished with the following 
additional evidence that the city at 
present only owns 16 feet for a public 
landing. 

In October, 1858, Mr. Trounce had 
a contract to uiacadaniizo the corner of 
Wharf street. Tho property ownoi s 
on both sides of tho street wished the 
whole width of the street to bo maca- 
damized in addition to its centre, 

This was done; and by agreement Mr. 
Trounce was paid by the several pro- 
perty holders pro rata according to the 
sizeg. of their lespectivo frontages on 
Wharf street. 

Tho fee 8inij)le of tho city landing 
between lot? 201 and 203 was then held 
by tho then colonial government. The 
government paid Mr. Trounce on a 
froncage of 16 feet, which they stated 
was tho width of the landing. I was 
fihowa the original entries made in Mr. 
Trounce's books at the time and they 



show tiiat tho government clainied tho 
city landing to be IG feet wide,

Tho Island Xtail'7ra7-~.What should bo 
Cono to Sscuro it. 

To THF. EurroR oi' The Colonist. — 
Sir, — A public meeting having been 
auggesteci to take into consideration 
the present position and prospects of 
the Island Railway and to adopt the 
most ofTectual means of bringing be- 
fore tho Dominion Government tho 
importance of an early commencement 
of that most neccessary undertaking 
allow mo to olier a fesv remarks on 
that subject/ ' J think ib would bo';wise 
to bring tho whole weight of the Is- 
land — moral and political — to bear on 
the Ott.iwa government. To do this 
most efficiently all local jealousies and 
all party politics must be laid aside. I 
would then recommend that the mayor 
and our city members meet and nomi- 
nate a provincial committee of leading 
citizens — men who will work. All tho 
M.P.P.'sof tiio island shall be ox-oflicio 
mcinbers of this conniiittee. 'I'hey 
should bo notitied of this arrangement 
at once, and their presence requested. 
This committeo should correspond with 
tho various municipalities of tho island, 
and reque.st them to send delegates to 
the meeting. They should at once 
learn from the local government all 
they have done in the matter ; open 
telegraphic communication with Sir 
•lolin, iind learn his views and what he 
has ilone or what he intends to do in 
tho immediate future. By adojiting 
this course or something similar they 
will be able more intelligently to fix a 
time for n ]uil)lic donionstration which 
shall represent every district of the is- 
land, and tliey will also havi; some 
thing tangible to Itiy before such a 
meeting, so nsHo enable it to act \yith 
more judgment. I have no doubt the 
local press with its customary energy 
and ability will greatly contribute to 
the success of the project.

.. FRANCE. 

Paris, Oct 21.— Three Catholic 
priests have within the last few weeks 
joined Poro Ilyacinthe. 

ftluch sensation has been cause.l by 
the Duke de Chartres at a military din- 
ner at Eureux proposing a toast to 
France and her government and to the 
president of the republic. The legiti- 
mists consider this indicates tho accept- 
ance by him of the republic. Tho duke 
in his speech said in America, whero 
he passed part of his youth, it was cus- 
tomary to give such loyal toasts before 
all others, 

GERMANY. 
London, Oct. 21. — It is .said that tho 
Prussian finance minister has decided 
on a complete revision of tho tariff. 
Higher protective duties will be levied 
on imported tallow, grain and coal. 
Tho duties on cotton and cotton goods 
will be completely revised. 

GltEECE. 
Athens, Oct. 21 — The king in hia 
speech at the opening of tho chambers 
said : "I hasten to ask the co-opera- 
tion of the chambers to enable me to 
carry out the national duties imposed 
upon me. The.so duties are unusually 
serious; but the sentiments of tho 
nation are proportionately lofty. The 
relations of Greece with foreign powers 
are friendly. I have to express my 
gratitude to the countries I have visit- 
ed, whose arbitrament has - given to 
Greece a frontier strengthening and 
extending her boundaries." 

IRELAND. 
LoNiJON, Oct. 21. — Steps are being 
taken to form an influential committee 
of liberals to strengthen the hands of 
the government in dealing with disor- 
ders in Ireland and to urge the necessi- 
ty for immediate measures for the pro- 
' tection of life and property. Sergeant 
Heron is already engaged by tho crown 
as counsel for the prosecution of tho 
land league. 

CAliAbA. 
Halifa.x, Oct. 21,— As Capt. Dun- 
can Adams was fishing ofl' New Lon- 
don, Prince Edward Island, his atten- 
tion was suddenly attracted tQ soime 
great sea monster alongside the boat. 
Losing no time he got underweigh and 
sailed a mile or two, but found the 
monster going as fast as the boat. lie 
had only two boys with him. When 
the boat luffed themonsterdashedfor tho 
captain, missed him and was caught by, 
the gunwale of the boat and fell back 
into the sea, making no further attempt 
as the captain lost no time putting 
back towards land.

CALIFORNIA. 

San' Francisco, Oct. 21. — To-day 
Capt. Doig, charged with wrecking tho 
steamer Great Republic, appeared in 
the U. S. district court on a writ of 
habeas corpus, asking for his discharge 
from cubtody. His counsel made tho 
point that he was arrested on a com' 
plaint charging him with committing 
the crime of manslaughter on tho high 
seas and that he ought to be sent back 
to Oregon for trial as the oCfonce was 
committed outside of tho State of Ore- 
gon. The assistant U. S. district at- 
torney produced a large number of au- 
thorities in opposition to that point 
and Judge HotTinan look the matter 
under advisement.

Tlio stcamora Woodsidc and Grapplcr 
l)roceeded to the relief of the steamship 
Hylton Castle again yesterday. The 
Woodside brought a cargo of the Castle's 
coal, and reports the sihqoner Juanita 
lying alongside receiving a cargo of coal 
which wiU.be brought up to-dav and sold 
by J. P. Davies & Co. at Wolcli, Rithot 
& Co. 's wharf. Mr. llithot, Mr. Heniy 
Saundei'S, Mr. M. Muir and Captain War- 
ren were among the visitors to the dia- 
tro.ssed steamship. During the day the 
U. S. revenue cutter O. Wolcott arrived 
in this harbor and hearing of the disaster 
steamed at onoe to Metchoain Bay, where 
Capt. Stoddcr, the commander of the 
cutter, generously tendered Capt. Bau- 
raan tile assistance of his ship and crew. 
Capt. Bauniaii, however, desiring to got 
out more of the cargo declined the kind 
offer with profuse tlianks. The two for- 
ward conipartinents are full of water, 
but the other throe compartments 
are perfectly tight. Up to last even- 
ing about 800 tons of cargo had been 
discharged, most of it having been thrown 
overboard. The situation of the ship, 
should a southeaster spring up, will be 
desperate. Yesterday there was a light 
swell on but it did not afToct the vessel 
in (he least. Some 25 or 30 feet of the 
bows are fast on the rock, and the rest of 
the vessel is afloat so that at higli tide 
yesterday she swung half-round. At 
high tide this afternoon, which v,-ill oc- 
cur between one and two o'clock, an at- 
tempt will be made to tow the ship off the 
rocks and take her to Rosobank Beach. 
The Woodsido towing two schooners will 
return to-day to assist in the lightering 
work. The sliip and cargo are insured. 

A Pooullar Circumstaaco,

The now banking house of iMessr.s. 
Childs in London was opened at the 
close of la.Ht inonlli. it is a very hand- 
some structure, and thus prosoutn a 
marked contrast to the dingy old build- 
ing that formerly stood oa its site. The 
chiof partner in Childs' is tho Earl of 
Jersey, wiiose grandmother inherited 
an interest in the bank.

The other partners. are 
nominated by Lord Jersey. Tho bank 
has large connections among old Ilonian 
Catholic fftiuilies.

In conscquenco of the reckie8.s and 
extravagant felling of timber that has 
prevailed throughout western Russia 
during the greater part of tho present 
century, several of tho eireams feeding 
the Dnieper have become dried up, while 
others contribute so little water to the 
great river that its navigation has al- 
ready suffered serious prejudice, and is, 
in some portions of its course, threaten- 
ed with ab.soluto interruption. Rocks 
and sandy island.s in great number, 
forming sections of its bed, may now 
be seen, which a few years ago from 
twelve to fifteen feet of water had hid 
from \ iew. As the Dnieper traverses 
and largelyjcontribntca to tho prosper- 
ity of no fewer than nine Russian pro- 
vinces, or "governments'' this falling ofT 
in its (limcnnirns and capacities is in 
reality little short of national calamity. 

It seems probable that the proposed 
channel tunnel between England and 
.Franco will be built. One shaft has 
been sunk to the required depth, and it 
is asserted that in about 18 months at 
least two and a half miles will have 
boon bored under tho channel, and that 
the work will bo completed in four 
years, probably by boring from each 
end. '.L'hero are evidently, however, 
contingencies, such as a break in tho 
rock, which may destroy the whole en- 
terprise, i^leanlime another groat 
scheme for crossing the channel contem- 
plates a line of steel tubes 16 foot in 
diameter, ballasted so as to make it 
weigh 1,| tons to tho foot less than the 
water disjilacnd, and held at a depth of 
3!) feet below the'surface (so as not to 
impede navigation) by being anchored 
by chains to caissons sunk to the bot- 
tom. Through this floating tunnel of 
20 miles or so it is proposed that rail- 
way trains shall pasa 

Several evictions have recently taken 
place in tho vicinitv of Killarney. Tiie 
latest is that a man named .Timothy 
Connor, who, with his wifo and six 
children, were a few days ago evicted 
from their holding on the Keninare es- 
tate. The valuation of the plot of 
land from which Connor and his fami- 
ly derived an oxistenco was .£5, while 
the rent was stated to be £17. The 
family remained on the roadside after 
their eviction, and the scene was of a 
most heartrending character, the un- 
happy wife indulging in piteous creams. 
It is reported that arrangements are 
being made for restoring the Connors. 

The advice given to "hold the har- 
vest" in tho west of Ireland appears to 
be carried out on the part of the people 
with a firm determination. Recently 
the sherifT and bailiff and a shopkeeper 
named O'Connor proceeded to a village 
outside Claremorris to seize part of the 
harvest due to O'Connor by a farmer 
named Cullinan. Mr. O'Connor had a de- 
cree since last June Sessions against Cul- 
linan. AVhen the fact became known a 
lai'gc crowd, chicily composed of women, 
assembled where tho corn was stored. 
The womon shouted "We hold the 
harvest," and the bailiflf and O'Connor 
rushed away, followed quickly by four 
women, -wIio, overtaking O'Connor, 
knocked him down and boat him, and 
made him promise never to seize corn 
again. Rogers, tho bailifl', who was a 
swift runner, made clear away from tho; 
women. ,

I To some minds grass is .ilw.iys (lanii>. 
It was early in the afternoon, iinii the 
only tenants of tho garden were the 
servants, who were arranging refresh- 
ments upon Eoine tables under the 
trees. They seemed full of nod.s, and 
whispers of apparently mysterious im- 
port passed among them. A carriage 
drove up to tho gate, and two ladies 
'entering, look round for their hostess. 
The servant who has admitted them 
goes in search of his mistress, and a 
few moments afterwards a young and 
beautifully dres.sed woman issues from 
tho house, her face deeply llusheil, her 
eyes half closcti, and licr gait uncertain. 
Just at this moment another carriage 
drives up, a gentleman and lady being 
the occupant.s. 'L'hey, too, enter by the 
garden gate, and advance toward.s the 
house across the lawn. As they ap- 
proach the uncertain, swaying figure 
of their hostess they look at each other 
significantly, and the lady says in a low 
voice, "I was afraid of this. Where 
can ]\Ir. X bo to allow her to bo sfon 
in such a state f The interpretation 
of thoso wild looks, that disordered 
hair, and those meaningless words is 
that Mrs. X is intoxicated, though not 
sulliciently so to be quite helpless. She 
wanders about among her guests, her 
condition, however, being so palpabli^, 
so unmistakable, t'liat the majority 
laugh and titter, while the friendly few 
pity though they condemn her. Tho 
painful scene was ended by the arrival 
of her husband, whose look of misery 
as he led his wife on his arm through 
the groups of gaily dressed people into 
tho house, touched oven tho laughers 
with pity. This is no exaggeration of 
facts. It is, unfortunately, a scene 
from real life, and, I fear, not an un- 
common one. The love of strong drinks 
a))pear3 to be increasing among the 
educated women of our day. During 
tho season just passed instances of this 
wore so frequent as to lead to the con- 
jecture that a kind of epidemic of drink 
was pervading thoso classes of society 
in which culture, position and tho pos- 
session of every comfort of life would 
appear to bo a sufficient guarantee 
against so degraiding a vice. "Society '' 
ladies, in fact, live too much upon ex- 
citement not to suffer from tho inevita- 
ble reaction. For a few months in tho 
year they endure continued fatigue in 
treading tho .social mill, and for the 
remainder they are a prey to mnui. 
They try tho first dose of chloral as an 
experiment. "My eyes look so dull 
and heavy this morning. So-and-so 
says chloral is such a capital tliingj I 
think I'll try it." In this case, as in 
that of rogue, it is not " the first step 
that costs." It is easy enough. But, 
from being an experiment, it becomes 
a ])ractico, and from a practice it de- 
velops into a necessitj'.
